Support Services Provided to Mission Ahead of APS Launch 
USAID/El Salvador is looking to expand its local partner network in order to broaden the impact of the 
Mission’s new Country Development Cooperation Strategy (CDCS) (available in Spanish and English). The 
Incubator is providing services to the Mission, including conducting a partner landscape analysis to identify 
local partners who may have little or no prior experience working with the Agency. 

The Mission will soon be launching anAnnual Program Statement (APS). An APS is a call-to-action that 
describes the need for specific types of programs and then offers funding opportunities that fall within the 
objectives of the APS through subsequent addenda. USAID/El Salvador strongly encourages local 
organizations to prepare for funding opportunities under this mechanism prior to the release of addenda. The 
Incubator will further support the Mission with the APS launch announcement and will provide information 
and resources to interested partners through two public webinars and other outreach channels.

The selected partner organization will 
work with USAID/Nigeria to scale up and sustain access to HIV/AIDS prevention and treatment 
services. Application deadline is May 10, 2021.
